|>ort wltich opposes the seating of Quay 
1-evlews tlie circum.Bta.nce3 under which 
Quay's appointment wns made including 
tho failure of the Pennsylvania, legisla- 
ture to elect a senator then says: 


After a vacancy in the ollice of UnHeJ 


Suites senator occurs, <if tlie next legU- 
laiture does not fill it, it continues to ex- 
ist. U 'is the same vacancy not a now 
one. 
Now (lie .-tale executive is given 


the power to make tenvaorary appoint- 
ments in the ease of vacancy, not as long 
as it contumies or exists but only until 
the next, meeting of the h-gijlature, which 
is then retiitivofl to fill the vacancy. This 
clearly menus the pnnimmint intent to 
have the legislature choose senators is 
to prevail and thai, whenever the legis- 
lature has had the opportunity to fill the 
vacaiify .either before or after it occurs 
the executive has no power to appoint. 


This is tlie main argument in the re- 


port and is presented from various points 
of view and holds that under -it represen- 
tatives of the state in the senate are pro- 
vided feu- under (ill except n sole contin- 
gency of the legislature in failing to per- 
form their sworn duty by Electing. 


The i'c(X>rt then dies numerous pre- 


cedent* in the support of iw position be- 
pinuing in l"!)-l and concludes: 


The statements of these cases and pre- 


cedents show that from the beginning of 
.tho government ti> the present time the 


. ucnnte bus never vecogni/od the right of 


the. rfimtc executive- to nuike a tempor- 
ary appointment where tlie vacancy has 
happened i>r occurred during a session of 
the, legislature. It shows, further, that 
for seventy-five years tlie senate 1ms re- 
fused to iveoj.'iii/.e the right of state exe- 
cutive to make temporary appointment, 
even where IIK- vacancy has happened 
or occurred during a. recess of the. legis- 
lature-, if the K'gislnture either before or 
after it occurred and prior to the date 
of appointment, had ail opportunity to fill 
it. 


The Minority lloiiort, 


The minority report takes an opposite 


view. Quoting section :), article 1 of the 
constitution, the minority say the fail- 
tiro of the governor to call the legislature 
together to elect it scmitor does not by 
that act deprive the governor of power 
to appoint.

"Chief Justice Waite, in the Reynolds 
ciise in 1S78, speaking of the claim of 
polygamy in religious practice, said: 'To 
permit this would be in effect to permit 
every citizen to become a law unto him- 
self. The government could exist only 
in name under such circumstances,' and 
•Justice Matthews-in-ibe RanrScv* case in". 
1884, declares in .substance that'all polit- 
ical 
influence ought to 
be withdrawn 


from those who are practically hostile to 
tho establishment of a free, self-govern- 
ing commonwealth founded on the idea 
of a family as consisting in and spring- 
ing from the union for life of one man 
and one woman in the holy estate of mat- 
rimony. 


"If wo are to attach tiny importance 


to those fundamental declarations of the 
highest court, wo must declare—no mat-' 
•ter wha.t .-moral the question rhay be in- 
volved—that tliis'case present's in bold 
relief, the questirin of governmental life, 
the basis .of which"is'law.' Now and 
then we liave a law which springs from 
the united voice of a united people as an 
expression 
of civilized force, in 
which 


practically all of them believe and which 
is a. necessity to tho existence of that 
civilizing force. 


Of more than 75.000,000 American cit- 


izens nil but the merest handful believe 
and believe with a mighty fervor in that 
kind 
of commonwealth which 
Justice 


Matthews 
declares is founded on 
the 


marriage relation existing for life be- 
tween one man and one woma.n. That 
idea has been for many years crystallized 
in the solemn a.ud deliberate law, whose 
principle and form have been approved 
by the highest judicial authority. Such 
laws make an imperative demand for a 
universal respect of obedience and duty. 
Such respect and obedience presses most 
urgently upon tlie, representative of tlie. 
people in a law-making body. 


If tho claimant to this scat is eligiUc, 


because tlie constitution so makes him, 
either by the express language of neces- 
sity 
by implication," Taylor declared 


that in order to make Roberts eligible he 
must read into tlie constitution, by nec- 
essity of implication, these words: "Pro- 
vided uo pei-son shall be ineligible to a 
wfl-t as such representative who, in form 
luid substance, in word and act, in life 
und practice, defies the constitution and 
laws, denies their validity and suprem- 
acy." 


Taylor was vigorously applauded at 


the conclusion of his argument.

J. F. Clancy has let the contract for Iiis 
40 feet of dock and the city is ready to 
build its 00 feet, but Mr. Lathrop has no- 
tified the city council that he will not 
build a dock adjoining his property and 
that he will fight any assessment made 
for the building of the dock.

son you could hardly tell them from a 
lake. 


The natives live inostl}- on rice, banan- 


as and fish. They catch their lish in 
water in the rice fields. 


The natives seem to be quite intelligent, 


but arc not the least ambition.. They 
just sit around and do nothing. 


I started this letter 
yesterday and 


now I will probably have time to fin- 
ish it. 


The soldiers on the island are having 


a hard time, of it,, Our company as yet 
have had no real engagement with the 
exception of five of our men, who fought 
with Company E of the Thirty-fifth in 
helping to hold a bridge. 


Thirty-six hours have elapsed since I 


wrote the preceding portion of this letter 
nnd these thirty-six hours have been the 
most eventful hours of my 
life. 
The 


colonel of our regiment has .just joined, us 
nnd yesterday morning twenty-four men 
and two officers were detailed, to-escort 
him from.this place to a place 
called 


Oipan about six miles away. .We started 
about U o'clock in Hie 
morning 
and 


rea.'Jicd Cup'an about 10:30. 
After at- 


tending to their business the officers pro- 
ceeded to go, back. The 
colonel took 


three men to take him back here aJid 
sent j,|ie remainder jn. ch:u-g« of Captain 
Aldrich of Company H to do some scout- 
ing to find out the condition of the roads 
.and bridgej in the vicinity of a place 
called Sun. Magil. We were not aware 
of there being any insurgents in that 
section of the country, as we were march- 
ing across a bridge, a volley of about 250 
shots wa.i fired at us. We immediately 
retreated to quarter and prepared for a 
battle. We fought for about one hour 
and a half and were forced to retrenu 
There were about 700 of the insuvreclors 
and only twenty of us. 
We retreated 


about a mile, went into camp and'ivere 
again attacked. We burned the town .as- 
we retreated. 


I killed a- "goo-goo'' • on out-post the 


second, time we 
went 
'into 
camp. 1 


thought tbat I would be excited, but '1 
was not. 
I can say one thing and that 


is that when the first shot was fired I 
was the last man in the rear .guard and 
when we returned I was cn.llc/i in, tlie 
man nearest to the enemy's trenches. 
I got several pood shots and at one time 


T. was within seventy-five yards 
of the 


trenches. 
They were firing on- us from 


three sides so you can imagine how hot 
it was. 


Another lad nnd I were lying beside 


tho road about a foot apart; between 
us there was an earthen.jar.' We were 
talking together when a-' Remington bul- 
let struck the jar and broke it into a 
thousand pieces,

inches either way ono of us'would have 
been killed.

The following letter descriptive of life 


in Manila, written by Joseph Xaylor who 
is with the American troops there has 
been received by Louis Swcnson of this 
city. 


Manila, P. I., Dec. 10, 1809. 


My Dear kSwenson:—The Racine and 


Chicago papers that you kindly sent, me 
\vero received a short time ago. in much 
the spirit that, one receives friends from 
si far away home. I am always glad to 
read tho Eacine Journal. Although I 
have been away from the city for a num- 
ber of years 1 hare not Itot interest in 
what- interests her citizens, and I hope 
at not a far distant day to ranke it my 
pemiancnt home. I prefer it to the city 
of Manila. 


Manila, however, is a much more con- 


genial resident town than it was a few 
months ajjo. You sec during the last 
few years of Spanish occupation, tlie au- 
thorities 
were so anxiously 
concerned 


with Uio insurgents outside of the cit/y 
that they quite neglected thn ordinary 
police precautions within. The natural 
consequence followed. 
. 


The city filled up with thieves, cut: 


shoii-te 
ajid gamblers. t)eitt of 
infamy 


wore on "very corner, flourishing under 
the patronage of' the soldiersl Bolomen 
armed with' long knives, infested, every 
dark comer of the narrow street**. Thou- 
sands of half-starved wolfish dogs swarm- 
ed the plazas and neglected porks while 
tlie sum total of the native population, 
totally 
demoralized, spent their 
whole 


timo in cock fighting, card playing and 
brawling. Robberies were frequent and 
murder on every day occurred. Drunk- 
kenness is a vice that the native must 
learn from the ^.niericans, as he is not 
addicted to tho use of alcoholic stimu- 
lants. 


This was the problem that confronted 


our coming—to right the wrongs of a 
neglectful municipal administration. For 
tho first fow months the Americans did 
little toward accomplishing this end. 
About the first of August a native police 
force was organized. 
All of its mem- 


bers were natives of these island*. None 
others were engaged. Tt was orgAniz'-'J 
on the liberal American plan. A chief 
of police, lieutenants, sergeants And cor- 
porals were appointed, the wholis organ- 
ization of course, being under the super- 
vision of an American officer, the provost 
marshal general. . The experiment prov- 
ed an unqualified success from, its begin- 
ning, while the force has been increased 
oiid tlie- pay of all has been raised. They 
aro assisted 
by several 
companies of 


American soldiers who act as patrolmen. 


It is needless to say that crime is 'on 


the decrease, and the eriminal quarters 
once congested with their hordes are now 
becoming peaceful and respectable. Not 


o- night passes but what a gambling out- 
fit is confiscated, or a bn.nd of smug- 
glers or beach-combers ore "scooped in," 
but not without the exchange of hun- 
dreds of shot* and often with the Ions of 
life. 


The dog catcher has not 
been idle. 


Fully six thousand of the: half starved 
homeless mangy curs ha,vi> been killed, 
leaving about eleven thousand more to 
prolong the catcher's job. 


Tho street 
cleaning 
commission has 


done excellent work. Old sewers have 
been opened and cleansed of the filth 
that clogged them for years, while new 
ones have been dug in many parts of 
tho city. Streets that for centuries, per- 
haps, were mud holes, have been well 
macaJa-mizod or pnved, while old hovels 
that hn-ro bred disease for years were 
torn down or replaced by new structures.

Jiotanieal Gardens, opposite 
the 


First Reserve Hospital are being reclaim- 
ed and revived. They were once one of 
the wonders of the world, but were de- 
stroyed by the Spaniards a few yna.rs ago 
so that they could better train the guns 
from the ra-mpart-s of the \vu.ll upon the 
suspension bridge, a strategic point hold 
by the insurgents. 


Tho new health department hns been 


busy rounding up the it-pel's and send- 
in" them to tho leper hospital outside, of 
tho city.

Ludwig of the superior 
court from proceeding further 'in tho con- 
tempt proceedings under which the city 
officials of Milwaukee have been convict- 
ed of contempt, of court for passing thu 
franchise-extension or.dinajioe. while an 
injunetioua.1 
order against-such action 


was pending. J.udge Ludwig is restrain- 
ed from punishing the Tiei1*0115 in con- 
tempt and must make return to the su- 
preme court's, writ on Feb. 2, and show 
wutse at that time why it should not be 
made permanent.

. A number of Eacine attorneys have 
been interviewed -in regard to the ease 
and they arc quoted, with having said: 


11. E. Walker- of the firm of Cooper, 


Simmons, Xelson & Walker—Hie action 
of tho mayor and council was, in dis- 
obeying the court's order, though tem- 
porary, and in their opinion made with- 
out jurisdiction, shows, a spirit of the 
person's enjoined, which can find no jus- 
tification, no matter what the case. The 
law requires that un existing order, be 
obeyed. The court is to determine the 
question of its validity, and until such 
decision, nothing remains but to obey. 
Too much respect, cannot be given to 
the court, and aJdermen, as well as the 
rest of us, should be taught .to appre- 
ciate this. 


W. C. Palmer—The reasoning of the 


court seems to be logical and without 
doubt slates the proposition of law cor- 
rectly. !So far as the matters pending 
are concerned, there is no question but 
the court has juriediction on the -.pipers 
as filed. .

There is even less heat mid trouble in- 
volvd in it thun in the making of a pud- 
ding or a pie. \Vlml fan be more refresh- 
ing on a liot duy than a dish of frozen 
cream, or ;i delicate, scmooth ire? To be 
sure there (ire some who doubt the whole- 
some quality of these delectable dishes, 
lint, taken ill moderation, or with starchy 
food, us bread, cake or crackers, I am sure 
that they are altogether haimles?. Did 
you ever try ice cream with bread and 
butter? You may not believe me, but I 
s-i.-Lire it makes a much nicer combination 
than ice eremn and cake. 


The materials for k-e cream and ices 


live not expensive or difficult <to obtain. 
Twenty cents' worth of ice is more than 
enough, at tlio usual prices, to freeze a 
£ollnn of ice cream, and with the abun- 
dance of delicious frui'ts whih otiv mar- 
kets show during the summer months, 
the wherewithal is quite lit your com- 
mand. If you are so happy as to live 
outside of the oily, u> have a strawberry 
patch of your own,-raspberries nnd cur- 
rant* for your picking, and frc»h milk 
from your own dairy, there is little ex- 
cuse for you if you do not make the most 
of your profusion of good 'things.

It is 
known, for instance, that a trust mag- 
nate seated at-his dcek is able to com- 
municate to a distant legislature in ses- 
sion his views on pending legislation, but 
it is not known how he docs it. Closely 
akin to this is Uie phenomenon of mental 
suggestion by which the legislator is en- 
abled to propose exactly the amendment 
or the motion which the trust magnate 
voulu have proposed ;£ he had been on 
the spot. 


It will be the function of the new de- 


partment of psychology to inquire into 
and explain these mysteries. 
Should it 


succeed in solving them the new profes- 
sorship will be the-most valuable feature 
of the university.

The process of 
designing, 
engraving 


and assembling n new nlnlc, is fully as 
intricate and interesting as that, of print- 
ing.

matter is placed in the hands of the chief 
of the engraving department, and from 
among the bits of ornament, border work, 
geometrical lathe designs and blocks of 
lettering that arc always kept, in stock, 
and from india ink suggestions lor por- 
traits and vignettes, or whatever else is 
essential, he pastes together 
a 
paper 


model 01 the note as -it will appear when 
comii eted, 
The designs mr the dill'er,- 


cnt parts of the plate are then put before 
the corps of expert engravers which the 
bureau employs. 
These artists are cuch 


specially proficient in some one branch 
of their profession—the talent of one may 
lie in the direction of that von- important 
work, the cutting of vignettes: t neither 
mav be skillful in scroll work, and a 
third may be employed 
entirely upon 


lettering. 


Though they have every privilege, and

WETTING 'I'-Htt PAPKK. 


When the paper is received in 
the 


wcttini; division it is counted and ar- 
ranged in packages of fifteen or twenty- 
live sheets, according to its weight, nnd 
laid between wet cloths of twilled muslin.

for several 


hours to a pressure of forty-five pounds, 
during which time every pack of paper 
is "sluifHiM," so. to spea.k, several times, 
in order that it shull become thoroughly 
dampened. 
It is necessary to moisten 


each sheet twice—once 
for the reverse 


nnd once for the face: the National bunk 
notes of the series of "i'j receive 
three 


wettings, once for each printing. 
This 


i-ontinuiil moistening process produces an 
innuense laundry bill for the bureau, for

When the .-heels become

From the pressroom the sheets,

damp from the ink. arc taken to the dry- 
ing room, where, after being counted and 
examined, they are laid in racks and 
dried for some time in a temperature of 
about 100 degrees, 
though this varies 


somewhat according to the different col- 
ors. 
The next stage in the development 


of the note is found in the hall of expert 
examiners. 
When one enters here his 


ears are assailed with a steady and sus- 
tained flutter like the imirmcr of innum- 
erable forest leaves swayed by the breeze.

.While the writer was standing, by one j 
of ihe examiners an<l vi'.U-hing her turn 
the sheets, which moved so swiftly that

are removed and cancelled, and, together 
with old money redeemed by the trcas- 
my. destroyed in the mncenilor. 


After having gone through so many 


dilTorent wettings and come under

manv lingers the szing with which the 
pnper was originally 
charged is almost, 


extracted consequently the 
sheets 
are 


next fed into a machine 
which takes 


them through a bath of alum, glue nnd 
other ingredients, and discharges them on 
the other side almost dry. 
They 
are 


then laid between pieces of oiled card- 
board, and placed in la-rgc packages be- 
tween the lips of an hydraulic press. The 
foreman touches a lever, auid 
with

plaintive little sigh the press settles upon 
the package, which seems to shrink to- 
gether; a moment later the press heaves 
another sigh and lifts its five thousand 
pound weight, when the sheets are taken 
out in that delightfully crisp condition 
which, when 
the notes 
arc 
crinkled, 


makes such pleiiAint music. 


The last function of the bureau is put- 


line; the series number upon

which is accomplished by a machine thai 
bears ample testimony of the mechanical 
gejiius of the employes of the

ui-y. The vault is a commodious affair, 
and now contains $460,000,000 worth of 
securities, enough lo pay twice over the 
expenses of the Spanish war. 
It is fire- 


proof and. perfectly airtight, so that in 
i-ime of lire from within the. supply of 
oxvgen would tic, quickly exhausted. It 
is here that any mistakes or discrepan- 
cies in the day's worlj are detected - i n 
checking in the money, Tf any mistake 
mistake is discovered every one is obliged 
to remain, until it is rectified, and if,aftcr^ 


oil methods of accounting for the dis- 
crepancy have failed, the missing sheet 
or whatever it may be continues hidden, 
chief of the division in which the loss 
occurred must give his personal receipt 
for that amount 
Sometimes the mem- 


bers of the force arc-kept till a very late 
hour, indeed, as, for instance, on an oe- 
ea.sion some time ago when a sheet of 
ten dollar notes was reported missing. 
The hours passed slowly in a thorough 
search of every nook and cranny, but '2 
o'clock struck and the sheet was still 
missing. At that time steam presses were 
used -in the department, and the ink was 
fed to the plates through a funnel 
di- 


rectly above which revolved electric fans. 
A happy thought struck the superintend- 
ent, nnd, taking a long stick, he began 
poking down these funnels. In the third 
one tha longed for .sheet was discovered, 
where it had been sucked in by the cur- 
rent from Ihe fans.' Of course, it wa.s 
much begrimed and dirty, but easily rcc- 
ogni/able after a washing. 


When the treasury sends for money it 


is taken from the vault, counted for the 
fifty-second time nnd in trucks loaded 
upon 
a heavily ba.rred

guarded iron van taken to the treasury 
building, Tlei-e it receives the official red 
seal, is recounted, re-examined and the 
sheets arc cut into their separate bills. 
It is then stored in the treasury vaults, 
whence it is issued as currency when the 
old money is turned in and probably can- 
celled.

While the American sol- 
diers were, camped back at Santiago 
they made great, numbers of little 
tables by driving forked sticks in the 
ground for legs 'and using a top of 
boards. Of course the legs took root 
and some of .these .tables are now nice- 
ly shaded by leafy -branches, and in 
two or three years four nice trees will 
be growing there, and no one will ever 
dream that they were once table legs.

laurel tree some four or five feet from 
its leafy end.

Spun 
glass, in fine and glossy fibers capable 
of conversion Into textile fabrics pos- 
sessing a sheen even surpassing that 
of silk, has long been known; but-un- 
fortunately it has serious disadvan- 
tages unfitting it for general use. 


PRESIDENTS' OLD LETTERS. 


Dtucovory of u Valuable Collection In att 


Old >"sw HnRland Town. 


From the Boston Transcript: There 


has lately been found in a town near 
Bridgeport. Conn., a valuable collec- 
tion of oid letters of nearly a century 
ago, among them several of George 
Washington, Andrew Jackson, Daniel 
Webster. Henry Clay, James Monroe 
and John Quincy Adams. The letters 
were found among some old papers and 
books belonging to one of the oldest 
families in the state and are in the 
best condition, although they have 
been stored away for nearly 100 years. 
The Washington letter was written to 
a Connecticut member ot the family 
when the general was with the army 
on tbe Hudson river, and pertains to 
the probable movement of hlg and the 
enemy's troops. The letters of Jobn 
Quincy Adams and Andrew Jackson 
are peculiarly interesting as they are 
both written t; the same friend, on tbe 
same day in'March, 1824, .and each asks 
the common friend to say what he 
thinks the chances of each are for 
president. Tbis was in the days when 
the vice-president was elected in the 
same count as tbe president, the one 
receiving the greatest number of. votes 
being chosen president. Each asks his 
correspondent what he should do when 
elected and how he should act toward 
his friend and rival. The Jackson. let- 
ter Is also very valuable and Is one 
of the most characteristic lettere in ex- 
igence written by the general. The 
find has made quite a stir among anti- 
quaries in the state and all the old 
trunks and libraries are being over- 
hauled to find others of tliu same kind.

ical Method*. 


When Ice has reached the thickness 


of from 10 to 12 Inches, which Is usual- 
ly early In January, the work is com- 
menced. 
The first course with the 


plow In either direction is made by 
line. 
The cakes are'cut 22 Inches

Great care should be taken 


with the first lines that they be sitralght 
and make absolutely right angles. No 
plow will do good work on a crooked 
course, aud cakes cut diamond shape 
cauae complaint.

The method of J. J. H. Gregory, the 


secdman, for keeping onions, as given 
In Orange Judd Farmer, is as follows: 
Either keep them constantly but a few 
degrees above freezing, having a ther- 
mometer and a' kerosene stove in the 
cellar ready for emergencies, or clee 
lay them IS Inches thick on the floor In 
some outbuilding, and as soon as cold 
weather sets in with freezing tempera- 
ture cover with swniup hay not far 
from two feet lu depth, with about 
the same thickness of hay between 
the onions and the side of the build- 
Ing. 


Do not uncover or disturb In any way 


until freezing weather Is past, nor 
then until just about ready to sell. It 
will be best for the frost to come out 
before any of the bay Is removed, but 
If It Is desired to market before the 
frost would naturally leave then take 
off a part, never all. of the hny to pro- 
mote thawing. When cellar kept, they 
would,better be on platform und piled 
not over ten Inches deep.

There is a point In tobacco culture 


which a Florida grower thinks is neg 
lected more than it should be.

co. In the setting out of the tobacco 
plants I prefer to have my rows four 
feet apart so as to be easy of cultiva- 
tion by horsepower. 
The objection 


wlll.be made to this width as causing 
a rank growth of the plnnt, but tcis 
can be remedied by setting the plants 
a foot to 14 Inches apart in the row. 
A wide row ie easier kept free from 
weeds in its easy access with a culti- 
vator and Its Immunity from damag- 
ing the leaves with the swlngletree 
when working In It with a horse.

for sugar production should not be 
planted an alkali soils; also that beets 
may be allowed to grow much larger 
here than In Germany and still hold tin 
excellent per cent or sugar.
